MONEY AND STOCKS. , 
New York, Aprii 10.—Money has been 
plentiful all day and the utmost efforts of the 
lenders have not beed able to realize above 7 


| per cent. coin interest, and large amounts 


have been done for currency. There is more 
doing in commercial paper at ten to 
fifteen per cent. The bafik statement 
has some favorable features. The prin- 
cipal change is the large decrease of 
$4,453,448 in loans, which shows a whole- 
some eondition on the part of the banks. The 
total revenue hrs decreased $1,794,977. 
Against this the total liabilities have been re- 
duced $4,037, 765, which shows the banks are re- 
latively stronger than last week. The excess 
over the legal reserve has diminished $785,536. 
The gain in legal tenders, although small, is a 
favorable indication. Gold was carried up 
this afternoon amid great excitement, caused 
by some delay at one of the strongest banks 
in paying a check for a quarter of a million 
dollars. Great scarcity was argued from this 
circumstance, and there was an active ‘‘bull”’ 
movement. Over four millions are on the way 
from Europe. But little attention is paid 
to Mr. Boutwell’s expedients. It seems to be 
understood in the street that he will not re- 
main long at the head of the Treasury depart- 

ment. Government bonds were active and 
generally firmer, but the close was rather 
quiet. It is hinted that Mr. Boutwell will be- 
come a buyer of governments for gold interest 
as soon as he can do so without danger to the 
money market. Railway shares have been ex- 
ceedingly fitful, subject to a sharp advance for 
brief periods to be quickly followed by 
rc dullness and depression. The 
arxiet to realize is very great 
but the ball party dare not let prices material- 

ty decline. The Vanderbilt roads were es- 
pecially depressed. Western stock closed 
very unsettled. A suit has been commenced 
in the District Court of the United States for 
this city, against the Erie Railroad to compel 
an accounting for the receipts of that road. It 
is brought in the name ofa holder of prefer- 
red stock, residing in New Haven, whose com- 
plaint recites at great length the circumstances 
under which the preferred ck was issued.

To 
this the Erie Company objected,and it resulted 
in their sending Mr. Osborne the General 
Southern Agent of the Erie and Atlantic and 
Great Western roads to this city to negotiate 
with the Little Miami Railroad Company for 
the transfer of their through freights at Ur- 
bana, Ohio, and thence via the Cincinnati and 

Sandusky road to rag and thence by 
the Little Miami to this city. 
Mr. Osborne left a city with- 
out completing the arrangements, 
Mr. ‘Jewett, Presiaent of the Little Miami 
railroad, objecting to the route via Urbana 
and Springfield, but at the same time being 
willing to haul the Erie freight from end to 
Cleveland. While matters were in this shape

Virginia, Mississippi, and Texas. 

The bill for the reconstruction of Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi, and Texas passed both 
houses of Congress on Friday with a pro- 
viso offered by Senator Morton, of Indiana, 
requiring, as a condition precedent to Con- 
gressional representation, that these States 
shall ratify the fifteenth amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. The 
Democrats resisted the bill as long as they 
possibly could by Congressional tactics, 
but they were compelled at last to yield. 
They did their duty and some of them 
would have died in doing fit if they could 
thus have defeated the infamous 
measure against “which they fought. 
The proviso of Morton was atrocious. 
Nothing like it was ever demanded of any 
of the Southern States hitherto recon- 
structed. Thosé-States were required, as 
a condition of restoration, to adopt the 
fourteenth amendment, but not the fif- 
teenth. The latter has been got up since 


the Senate, those of them not lost to all 
regard for every kind of human rights ex- 
cept Radical rights and negro rights, pro- 
tested against the proviso. Senator Trum- 
bull said that he did not think they should 
adopt it, “for,” said he, “Congress has al- 
ready with great deliberation passed sev- 
eral acts prescribing ‘the conditions of re- 
construction, and several States have com- 
plied with those conditions and been ad- 
mitted to representation, and for Congress 
now to impose additional conditions would 
be a breach of faith with the people of 
those States. Senator Thurman, who is 
not a Radical, said that the Morton amend- 
ment “proposed that Congress, having 
already submitted the constitutional 
amendment to the people, should now 
go on and coerce certain States into rat- 
itying it,’ and he added that this “ would 
be an outrage not only upon the people of 
those States but, of all the States by 
forcing negro suffrage upon them.” Sen- | 
ator Stockton described the amendment 
as “not only unconstitutional and an out- 
rage upon the people, but an anomally 
even in Congressional reconstruction.” 
Other Senators denounced the abomina- 
ble amendment in equally strong terms. 
But truthful and righteous denunciation 
remorseless 
party passions. The triends ef the Consti- 
tution and of popular rights might as well 
have preached to the wind and waves. 
Morton argued that, without the votes of 


Virginia, Mississippi, and Texasin favor

their time, Even the leading Redicals of 


Indiana and the Amendment. 

Our advice to those members of the In- 
diana Legislature, who resigned their seats 
as the only means of defeating the ratifi- 
cation of the fifteenth amendment and 
been re-elected, is that they look well to 
the tactics of their opponents. They have 
Offered everything fair, but the Radical 
members are insolent and overbearing, ev- 
idently determined on making no compro- 
mise even for the purpose of passing the 
appreprigtion bills and adopting other 
measures necessary or at least im- 
portant to the carryiug on of the Siate 
Government. Jhe Democratic members 
have just received the most emphatic in- 
dorsements of their constituents, and now 
let them be faithful to themselves and to 
those constituents. The Radicals will, if 
they can possibly do it, manage by trick 
and stratagem, by any and all kinds of 
frand, deception and downright lying, to 
get the fifteenth amendment through, but 
the Democratic members will be diszraced 


ever devilish—“Tet_ them resign again and 
ageyo-ind go on resigning every week if 
tuey cannot otherwise prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the fifteenth amendment till it shall 
have been submitted to the vote of the 
people of the State. 


A Right Order. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
Mr. Delano, has sent out a circular in re- 
gard to persons charged with failure, neg- 
lect, or refusal to make true returns of 
gains, profits, and incomes. He instructs 
assessors, that, before assessing the pre- 
scribed penalty upon any person for neg- 
lect or refusal to make true returns, or for 
the making of a fraudulent return, they 
shall cause fifteen days’ notice to be servel 
on him, notifying him to appear and show 
cause why the legal penalties should not 
be assessed against him. This  in- 
struction is a just and proper 
one.. The subjecting of citizens to 
penaliies upon the mere discretion 
of an assessor, without giving them a 
hearing anda full opportunity to show 
cause why they should not be punished, is 
an outrage upon all our inherited and 
cherished ideas of justice. It is tyranny 
and. oppression igselent and undisguised, 
and yet it has been regularly practiced 
hitherto under our republican revenue 
laws, and, although the complaints of 
wronged individuals have been uttered 
loudly in condemnation of it, no public sen- 
timent has corrected the evil. Mr. Delano 
has done a good thing, and praise sheuld 
be awarded to him for doing it. 

The Spanish Crown. 

It has been almost universally believed 
that the crown of Spain would be offered 
to the Duke de..Montpengier. The mon- 
archical in the Cortes, however, 
after several informa! meetings or caucuses 
recently, determined to nominate Don Fer- 
dinand, ex-King of Portugal, as their candi- 
date for the throne, and their decision was 
approved by the Council of Ministers. A 
deputation was accordingly sent to Lisbon 
to proffer the Spanish throne to the Don, 
but his Donship, with gracious thanks, re- 


chair, such as we are now sitting in, and 
the crown would be very likely to give the 
wearer abad headache. Spain is blessed 
with all that nature could do for her and 
cursed with all that her people can do 
against her. She has a heavy debt, a 
wretched credit, a yearly increasing deficit, 
and no money on hand to meet the current 
j expenses of government, whilst commerce 
and all kinds of business are crippled, and 
the effort to put down the Cuban insurrec- 
tion calls for resources that in all proba- 
bility cannot be commanded. The Don 
was right.

Opinion of Chief Justice Chase. 

Senator Sprague, in one of his late 
speeches on the tenure-of-office law, read 
from a manuscript which he took from his 
pocket an opinion supposed to have becn 
prepared by his father-in-law, Chief Justice 
Chase, on the constitutionality of the law 
The points made ia the paper are that the 
power of removal is one of legislative juris- 
diction; or it is a power vested in the Presi- 
dent and Senatejointly; or it is purely a 
Presidential prerogative. The opinion de- 
cides it to be the latter and makes a clear 
and wide distinction between the re- 
moving power and the appointing power. 
The Senate is declared not to 
have joint authority with — the 
President in making appointments, 
all that itcan do in the matter being to 
advise and consent appointments. 
These cannot be made without such ad- 
vice and consent, but this fact, the opinion 
says, does not give to the Senate any por- 
tion of the appointing power. That body 
copsents to appointments, but does not 
make them or help to make them. The 
opinion declares that neither by express 
terms nor by implication is any authority 
given to the Senate over the subject of re- 
movals, the power to make them being de- 
clared an executive function necessary to 
the faithful discharge of the duties with 
which the President is charged.
